The amendments filed on 08/12/2010 will not be entered. While the Office agrees that that the image conversion may be 
performed by the Ul controller instead of the CPU in a conversation dated Aug. 9 4 , it is noted that the claim amendments, 
deleting "a processor", direct independent claim 15 towards a non-statutory subject matter. Since independent claim 15 is 
an apparatus claim and both "a detector" and "a controller" can be interpreted as software per se, deleting "a processor" will 
raise a non-statutory subject matter issue. 
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
